Student waits 
to join forces 


with Red Cross

Sacramento State junior Robbie Abelon is 
currently waiting for the American Red Cross to 
deploy him to the Gulf Coast area that was dev- 
astated by Hurricane Katrina. 

As one volunteer out of many Californians 
for the American Red Cross, Abelon will be posi- 


tioned at one of numerous stations within the 
region to help “signing in evacuees, giving out 
food and water, and maintaining a clean environ- 
ment for the volunteers and evacuees,” said 
Elaine Viray, with public relations of the 
Sacramento Sierra Chapter of the American Red 
Cross. 

Typically, a volunteer can chose to stay any- 
time between nine and 21 days helping out vic- 
tims. Abelon chose to stay in the area for two 
weeks. “I couldn’t handle the toll of staying any 
longer, with school and my new job,” Abelon 
said. 

No one forced him to travel the 1,800 miles 
to a region still feeling the power of perhaps the 
worst hurricane in the U.S. history.

ne morning in the fall of 1999, two students sat and 
shared breakfast together. Brandon Jackson was a 
first-time freshman and a single father. Bummed out 
that he had just bombed his finals, he sat down next to the 
only other black student in the Dining Commons, Kory 


Martin. 

“T didn’t really want to sit next 
him because he was reading the Bible 
and I didn’t want to have to talk 
about that,” Jackson said. “But it 
turned out to be a very rewarding 
conversation. ” 

Jackson entered Sacramento 
State as an “unmotivated” business 
student in 1999, and was failing by 
the end of the first semester. Finding 
out Martin was a computer science 
major changed Jackson’s life. 

‘T didn’t know I could be a 
career, computer scientist,” Jackson 
said.

University prepared to enroll 
18 student evacuees, waive fees

After the damage caused by Hurricane 
Katrina, many college students in the Gulf region 
no longer have a place to attend classes. 

Sacramento State, along with some CSUs and 
more than 70 other colleges around the nation, is 
now offering enrollment to students displaced by 
the disaster. 

So far, about 20 students from the effected 


region have come to Sac State. Most are 
Sacramento-area natives who were attending col- 
leges in universities around New Orleans. 7 

Miguel Molina, the associate director of 
admissions and records, said these students had 
already paid their tuition and housing fees and 
had bought their books. 

“They had to just walk away,” Molina said. 

The students’ registration fees would be 
deferred as long as possible, Molina said.

“The program prepared me, helped me stay focused. 
That program was vital in my success.” 

The Minority Engineering Program provides a large, 24- 


hour study center and computer lab on campus and helps in 


the coordination of retention services for the College of 
Engineering and Computer Science. They also offer schol- 
arships, job referrals and academic advising.

Forum: Light rail link possible

Parking, housing and transporta- 
tion and what is being done to bet- 
ter these growing student issues 
were of topic in _ President 
Gonzalez’s Renaissance Society 
Forum last week. 

Gonzalez said parking curtently 
remains the most important issue. 
The construction of the university’s 
third parking structure is to be com- 
pleted in 18 months, Gonzalez said. 

_ To relieve the parking problem 
caused by the _ construction, 
Gonzalez said that the university is 
in the process of obtaining more 
overflow parking. He said he hopes 
that the university will have these 
areas for overflow parking by the 
start of next semester. 

Alternative modes of transporta- 
tion are another way of dealing with 
the parking issue, Gonzalez said. 
The university is planning to meet 





with consultant groups to develop 
more public transportation methods 
including buses, light rail and shut- 
tles. 

Gonzalez said the campus is 
working on a plan to link Sac State 
with light rail. In this plan, students 
and faculty who travel by light rail 
would be able to reach the campus 
by links that run through the Hornet 
Tunnel and loop around the cam- 
pus. 

The university, Gonzalez said, is 
working on transforming Sac State 
from a commuter campus into a res- 
idential campus. 

Plans to build new apartment- 
like dorms, by demolishing the 
older dorms one at a time, are 
another aspect of the overall vision 
of Destination 2010, Gonzalez said. 
Housing for faculty and staff is 
already progressing. The communi- 
ty will include childcare services 
and retail facilities. 

Infrastructure improvements on 


the campus will create a dynamic 
physical environment on campus, 
Gonzalez said. Older buildings like 
Douglass Hall, will be eventually 
torn down and new buildings will 
be built along the campus’ parame- 
ters. 

Demolishing the older build- 
ings, Gonzalez said, will be less 
costly than trying to improve them. 
The university plans to make the 
area where the older buildings cur- 
rently lay, an open environmental 
area. 

The construction of the new 
bookstore, which will be located 
behind the University Union, is also 
in the works. The project to turn the 
bookstore into a setting similar to 


- bookstores like Barnes and Nobles 


will take about 18 months to com- 
plete.

degree in computer science. He 
now works for Agilent 
Technologies as software engineer 
in Santa Clara. Jackson worked for 
Agilent in Roseville since 2001 
through an internship program that 
allows students to intern only in the 
summer and winter and focus on 
school during the fall and spring 
semesters, Jackson said. 

Jackson was honored at the 
College of Engineering and 
Computer Science commencement 
ceremony with the inaugural 
President’s Award. The award 
recipient was selected from seven 
students who received the Dean’s 
Award in May. 

“You’re looking at a man who 
has tapped into all the resources 
that Sac State has to offer. Whether 
it’s the Minority Engineering 
Program or working with Safe 
Rides or being the No. 1 basketball 
fan. All the people I met have 
shaped me,” Jackson said. “You 
have to take advantage of all the 
Opportunities out there.” 

Jackson’s internship in college 
and the Minority Engineering 
Program helped prepare him for 
his entrance into the workforce 
more than just academically. 

“On my team of 200 people, 
there are three Indians, three 
Asians and I’m the only black 

” Jackson said. “Especially in 
computer engineering, I’m used to it. 

“They prepared me for that, but 
it doesn’t mean I’m going to accept 
it. That’s why I was such a leader in 
these organizations. They recog- 
nized the scarcity of minorities in 
engineering,” Jackson said. 

All seven of the colleges on 
campus have a majority of white 
students compared to other minori- 


ties. Not surprising; considering.44) «'. 
percent of the student body: is white,: 
Marion O’Leary, dean. oft the.,:; 


College of Natural Sciences and

Mathematics, said that his college’s 
diversity has not changed much in 
his nine years as the dean. 

O’Leary said the diversity of the 
natural science and mathematics 
college is very much like the diver- 
sity of the campus as a whole. 

“However, the diversity of the fac- 
ulty does not reflect the student body 
very well though,” O’Leary said. 

O’Leary spent the majority of 
his career at the Univer-sity of Wis- 
consin at Madison and _ the 
University 
of Nebraska 
where the 
percent of 
minority 
students 
was always 
under 10. 

“When I 
was looking 
for some 
place else to go, I was looking for 
more diversity. In that aspect, Sac 
State was extremely attractive to me 
as a place where all ethnicities can 
succeed,” O’Leary said. 

O’Leary said that the College of 
Natural Sciences and Mathematies 
worries about whether students are 
able to succeed and have special 
retention programs in place to help 
students graduate. 

Associated Students Inc. President 
Angel Barajas was the director for the 
College of Social Sciences and

Barajas, a government major, said 
that directors are required to hold four 
office hours a month to be set up with 
the dean at their specific college. 

“(They’re there for). whatever 
the students need: internships, 
scholarships, course schedules, 
more information regarding a spe- 
cific.major or. a-referral to a major, 
adviser,” Barajas said, 


Each college director, is sup-. 


posed to serve as the president of a 





apman L hiversity College’s 


student organization council within 
each college, Barajas said. 

However, the only college that 
follows this guideline is the College 
of Engineering and Computer 
Science, Barajas said. 

“Realistically, the directors can’t 
keep in touch with all 2,000 students 
in each college,” Barajas said: 

Most of the directors meet with 
presidents of clubs and organiza- 
tions in the colleges to distribute 
information. 

Senior Fantasia Stensland, a 
construction management major, is 
one-of a handful of women enrolled 
in the major and is the co-represen- 
tative for the Society of Women 
Engineers. 

The Engineering Joint council 
itself contains representatives from 
several ethnically diverse student 
organizations including — the 
American Indian Science and 
Engineering Society, the National 
Society of Black Engineers and the 
Chicano Latino Association of 
Computer Scientists and Engineers. 

The computer science major has 
more females and more diversity 
than other majors, Stensland said, 
and engineering is picking up more 
diversity. 

“T know the (construction man- 
agement) department is trying to 
increase diversity both ethnically 
and sexually, by reaching out to 
high school students to inform them 
of the major, but the industry is so 
dominated itself with white males 
that it’s hard to break into,” 
Stensland said. 

Jackson said that the best way to 
succeed, for minorities especially, is 
to join the major organizations that 
are there for students. 

“You can socialize and study 
with someone that has same strug- 


gles as you,” Jackson, said.

Barajas’ ambition for the fund::

In addition, Barajas 
will aim to fund previously 
unfunded student programs.

made racist comments:

Nanci Mangels was applying 
for a position in the criminal jus- 
tice department last spring. After 
teaching a class session in front of 
the chairman and the search com- 
mittee, Mangels sent out a letter to 
various recipients accusing 
William Vizzard, chairman of the 
criminal justice department of 
making various racist statements. 

The State Hornet was unable 
to contact Mangels for a state- 
ment. Her e-mail said that, “He 
(Vizzard) then said that young, 
black males were completely 
responsible for the peaks in the 
crime rate.” 

Mangels’ e-mail also said that 
Vizzard told the classroom that 
drugs’ were not criminalized until 
the 1990s. 

Vizzard claims that Mangels 
took his point out of context.

Vizzard was in law enforce- 
ment for 29 years, spending many 
of those years assisting on drug 
investigations. Vizzard believes 
that with his experience it would 
make no sense for him to say that 
drugs were not criminalized until 
the early ‘90s. 

I never made the statement 
“black males” while speaking 
about a rise in crime, Vizzard said. 
“She was probably upset by the 
fact that she didn’t get the job,” 
Vizzard said. 

Vizzard said Mangels didn’t 
complain about any racist state- 
ments until after she was told she 
didn’t get the job she was apply- 
ing for. 

Vizzard said that he has a 
thank you note from Mangels say- 
ing, “Thank you for your hospital- 
ity,” before she found out about 
not being offered the job:

According to Vizzard, Maria 
Alexandrino, a former part time:

“T don’t know if these people; 
have an agenda trying to create an 
issue,” Vizzard said. “There is no 
concrete evidence that there is any 
racism in this department.” 

“We take these things very 
seriously,” Brown said, ‘“We’re

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Police look to curb 
computer thefts.

Amy Muttera still remembers 
the sickening feeling she felt when 
noticing her new Sony Vaio laptop 
was stolen. 

After returning to her dorm 


-room in Sierra Hall, after a five 


minute trip to say hi to her neighbor, 
she noticed the door she left closed 
and unlocked was wide open. 

“I was in such disbelief,” 
Muttera said. “I still remember 
looking around my room just hop- 
ing maybe I had just placed it some- 
place other than where it always set 
on my desk.” 

After 20 minutes of searching, 
she came to the realization that her 
laptop, a graduation gift from her 
older brother, had been stolen. 

Muttera’s situation is 
uncommon. 

“Residential halls have continu- 


not 


ously been a huge problem for us,” . 


said Sgt. Kelly Clark from depart- 
ment of public safety at University 


Police. “Students lose their laptops - 


all the time in the resident halls and 
student union. . 

“We try to put out as much infor- 
mation as we can to help prevent 
this,” Clark said. 

With new students coming in 
each year, it seems like a never-end- 
ing task to inform people about 
campus theft. 

“It’s absolutely hard,” Clark 
said.. “Our problem is constantly 
informing them about using good 
judgment and we continuously need 
to reach new audiences.” 

Several computers where taken 
from Mendocino Hall Sept. 5, along 
with an undisclosed amount of 
money. 

“We had a person of interest that 
we looked at,” Clark said. “It was 
unsuccessful but we do have the 
serial numbers... it could be years 
before we find that property.” 

Although the computers have 
yet to be found, Nick Burnett, chair- 
man of the department of communi- 
cation studies, who works. in 
Mendocino Hall said everything’ is 
being done to protect equipment. 
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Hitasha Mitera studies for a Speech Language Pathology © 
test on her laptop in the University Union. University 
Police are working to prevent laptop thefts this semester. 


“Students should know that they 
are only hurting themselves by not 
reporting what they know about the 
incident,” Burnett Said. 

But, preventive measures can be 
taken. 

Chris Jordan, who works for 
Office Depot, said people usually 


do not take up on precautionary 


options. “We sell between 40 to 50 
laptops a month and we do offer 
laptop locks, but people just aren’t 
buying them even though they cost 
around $20,” Jordan said. 


Clark said without knowing a 
computer’s serial number, it is diffi- 
cult to recover stolen computers. 

“We are not an oasis at Sac 
State,” Clark said. “Crime does hap- 
pen and people need to work with 
the police in reporting crime. We 
need the public’s help because it 
should be a partnership with our 
community in the fight against 
theft.”

Plans for on-campus housing develop- 
ment are alive and in the works despite a 
financial setback from the chancellor’s office. 

During the spring of 2003, the Student 
Housing Advisory Committee, SHAC, was 
formed hoping to present a plan to the chan- 
cellor’s office that involved a third-party 
construction and financing partnership. 

The chancellor’s office did not approve 
of the initial plan because an outside party 
would be involved in financing and devel- 
oping the project. 

“Tt was not the plans that hit a snag,” said 
Lori Varlotta, associate vice president of

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campus life, but by the means by which it 
would be paid. 

The new housing project will be funded 
entirely by the rent that tenants pay. 
“Student housing does not get any general 
fund money,” said Cynthia Cockrill, direc- 
tor of housing and residential life. However, 
the 10 percent rent increase that the Student 
Fee Advisory Committee implemented over 
the past three years has helped build up 
money in housing reserves. 

If the timeline proceeds as_ planned, 
Sacramento State President Alexander 
Gonzalez said he predicts that construction 
on the new dorm rooms may start as early as 
fall 2006. 

The current housing plans would incor-

porate the use of focus groups and surveys, 
Cockrill said. The focus groups will take 
place today and Thursday, and will be con- 
ducted by SHAC co-chairs, Lori Varlotta, 
and Stephen Garcia, vice president for 
administration and business affairs. 

Those interviewing will consider opin- 
ions of six significant student groups: First- 
time freshmen currently living in the dorm 
halls, sophomores and juniors who have 
continuously lived on-campus, freshman 
that opted to live off-campus, transfer stu- 
dents living in the dorm halls, international 
students living both on and off campus, and 
uppey classmen who are living off-campus. 

Following the interviews, a university- 
wide survey will be mailed to students to eval-

uate the needs of the campus, Varlotta said. 

The purpose of the research is to better 
understand what amenities students, parents 
and community members want in the new 
facilities and to settle the question of how 
many students would live in each unit, 
Cockrill said. 

Cockrill said that she has never felt hap- 
pier about the direction of student housing. 

Gonzalez said that he is in not wavering in 
his vision to build the new dorm housing, 
which fits directly inline with Destination 2010. 

“We need to change the character of the 
campus from .commuter to residential,” 
Gonzalez, said. 

Gonzalez wants to tear down the old cin- 
der-block style dorm buildings and use the 





Engineers want to strengthen levee

U.S. Army Corps of Engineers say the 
chance of a levee failure along the 
Sacramento River adjacent to Sacramento 
State is extremely small and they are work- 
ing to make it smaller. 

“Last year, after the completion of the 
work at river mile 6.4 (River Park) and 6.9, 
just over the levee from campus, the Corps 
of Engineers certified the levees for the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency,” 
said Mark Ellis, American River project 
manager for the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. “This revision brought Sac State 
out of the 100-year floodplain.” 

John Johnston, professor of environ- 
mental engineering, said a 100-year flood- 
plain is a term used to describe land that 
would be covered by a flood that has a one 
percent chance of happening in any one 
year. 
Ellis said the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers is striving to provide 200-plus 
year protection to Sacramento. ! 

“Two hundred year protection means 
that they are going for a half percent 
chance,” Johnston said. “So a flood that 
would happen on average every 200 years.” 

Johnston said though there is no nation- 
al standard, 200-year protection is typical of 
what levee engineers shoot for across the

Ellis said a levee breach near Sac State 
would produce varied results, depending on 
its size. 

“The depth of the water on campus 
would vary due to the topography of the 
campus,” Ellis said. 

Cyrus Aryani, professor of geotechnical 
engineering and graduate coordinator, said 
a major breach in the levee near Sac State 
would lead to flooding of the campus with- 
in a very short period of time, with the cam- 
pus inundated with several feet of water. 

Aryani said in the event of a major levee 
breach, some areas of Sacramento could be 
under as much as 20 feet of water. Some 
areas of Sacramento would drain naturally, 
but in other areas the water would need to 
be pumped out. 

Ellis said if it were a small, shallow 
breach it could be blocked with concrete 
barriers similar to what you see on road 
construction projects. But if it were a longer, 
deeper breach it may require the placement 
of rock to fill in the gap and stop the flow of 
water. 

“There is no single solution for a breach 
and each one must be independently evalu- 
ated,” Ellis said. 

As seen recently in New Orleans, where 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers crews 
patched a breach in the levee between the 
city and Lake Pontchartrain using huge

methods could be used in the event of a 
breach in the levees along the Sacramento 
River, Aryani said. 

If the breach were minor, crews would 
be able to bring soil material to the breach 
and use it to fix the breakage point, Aryani 
said. . 

Aryani said despite recent improve- 
ments made to the levee near the Guy West 
Bridge, parts of the levee along the 
Sacramento River are still susceptible to 
failure. 

“Improvements do not mean 100 per- 
cent protection against floods,” Aryani said. 
“More work needs to be done.” 

Aryani said there are sections of the lev- 
ees in the Sacramento area that have not 
been improved, leaving the levees like a 
chain — only as strong as their weakest 
point. | 

Since 1986, when Sac State shut down 
because of fears the Sacramento River 
might breach the levee near campus, there 
have been episodes of localized flooding in 
different areas. 

Though there have not been any major 
floods in recent years, floods are still a very 
minute possibility in this region, Aryani 
said. 

“People should be informed better about 
flood potential in the Sacramento area,” 


major. “The more people there are to help, 
the better. In disasters like this, we all need 
to help each other.” 

Rachel Showstack, a graduate spanish 
major, agreed. “I think that’s great that he’s 
going to help,” Showstack said. “It’s too bad 
that people still need to be taken care of. 
Since our government isn’t doing their part, 
we need to do everything that we can to 
help.” 

One aspect that is in the back of the 
minds of Abelon, his family and the other 
volunteers, is the danger. 

Television and newspapers have cap- 
tured the images of people beaten up for 
food or water. Pictures have shown signs 
warning that looters will be shot on site. 
Accounts have been recorded of women 
being raped and police officers committing 
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Aryani said two possible scenarios that 
could lead to a levee breach along the 
Sacramento River. 

One is seepage, which is the movement 
of water through the levee from the river 
side to the dry side. It can cause levee mate- 
rial to wash away, undermining the stability 
of the levee and leading to eventual overall 
levee failure. 

Another is overtopping, or when water 
flows over the top of the levee. It can lead to 
erosion of the levee and eventual levee fail- 
ure from the bottom of the levee. 

Aryani said the recent improvements 
made to the levee near the Guy West Bridge 
were made to avoid seepage, but will likely 
not help in the case of overtopping. 

A possible solution to overtopping, 
Aryani said, would be to raise the levee, 
making it taller and wider, which he said 
would require detailed engineering work 
and would include major modifications of 
the existing levee. 

“Tt’s a major effort,” Aryani said. “And it 
requires careful planning.”

“With the 30,000, National Guard troops 
now in the area, I feel safer going now than 
if I went a week ago,” Abelon said. 

Despite the additional troops positioned 
around the area and American Red Cross 
security, the trip will not be easy. Abelon 
will be living in one of the displaced tents 
within one of the cities, where the electrici- 
ty could go out at any time. During his two 
weeks of volunteering, he will be allowed 
only four days’ worth of clothing. 

Despite the danger and the emotional 
impact of the trip, Abelon is upbeat. He said

Displaced students seeking to attend 


Sac State will not have.to pay non-resi-.._, 
dent fees, but those ‘students ‘will still” 
have to pay resident tuition as well-as- 
housing fees if they reside in the dorms. 


A proposal made to the Faculty 
Senate on Thursday would waive all 
fees for those students who have 
absolutely nothing left. 

Cecil Canton, a criminal justice pro- 
fessor who presented the proposal with 
journalism professor Michael 
Fitzgerald, said the concern is that stu- 
dents coming from the effected areas do 
not need student loan worries on top of 

. the difficulties they already have. 

The proposal will be discussed at the 
next Faculty Senate meeting on Sept. 22. 

“This is a positive thing,’ Molina 
said. “I’ve had people call and offer their 
homes to students for free.” 

Sac State students have varied views 
on the acceptance of displaced students. 

“It is probably necessary to keep 
most student victims of Katrina in 
school during the hard times,” Nick 
Weber said, a senior in finance. 

Nathan Berger, a junior history 
major, disagrees. 

“We don’t need to allow those stu- 
dents in. People here have a hard 
enough time getting classes as it is,” he 
said. 

Many of the displaced students 
arrived during the second week of class- 
es, a time when there are not many class- 
es left. Some students still have not 
arrived. 

“IT know some students are going to 
be showing up next week,” Molina said. 

During the Faculty Senate meeting 
on Thursday, Ric Brown, the vice presi- 
dent of academic affairs, asked the facul- 
ty if they: would approve the circulation 
of a note asking for volunteers to take 
students into their classes during the 
third week of the semester. 

In addition to Sac State, at least six 
other CSUs have opened their doors to 
displaced students. Among them are 
Chico, Bakersfield, and Humboldt State 
University. 

There are also more than 70 colleges 
around the country accepting students 
from the region. Schools such as Texas 
A&M, Cornell University and Duke 
University are also offering students 
enrollment opportunities. 

One of these schools, Columbia 
College in Chicago, Ill., is even offering 
one year of enrollment, all expenses 
paid. The offer includes tuition, room 
and board, and all transportation costs.

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VICTIMS’ EDUCATION 
HOULD BE COVERED 


here’s always been compassion. It has come 
from a Sacramento State campus that could 
only watch in horror as dead bodies lay strewn 
on city streets and thousands of families lost every- 
thing they had because of Hurricane Katrina and the 
floods that followed in America’s Gulf Coast region. 

From 2,000 miles away, we watched. 

Now we must act. 

Heading into the third week of classes, 18 stadehts 
who originally planned to attend universities in the 
New Orleans area have relocated their educational 
ambitions to Sac State. The university has waived 
these students’ out-of-state tuition fees and made 
their transition to a new university as seamless as 
possible, given the circumstances. Lori Varlotta, vice 
president of student affairs said, many local residents 
have offered to open their homes to these displaced 
students and campus professors have opened their 
classrooms. ' 

What hasn’t been determined is whether someone 
will open their wallets to pay for these students’ 
entire education for the fall semester. Associated 
Students Inc. unanimously voted to donate $10,000 
to the relief effort at a Sept. 7 board meeting. Part of 
that donation is a $5,500 matching grant, which ASI 
President Angel Barajas hopes to see matched by the 
university. Local apartments have reduced rates for 


the students, Varlotta said the university is currently 
putting together fundraising efforts and Student 
Activities has its own fundraising drive, Five for 
Lite. 

Still, no guarantees have been made about paying 
these students’ fall tuition. 

“All we are allowing them to do is come here and 
not pay out-of-state fees,” said Cecil Canton, a crim- 
inal justice professor and Sac State’s representative 
to the California Faculty Association. “Most of these 
people have been wiped out; they have no money. 
(The CFA) asked the administration to waive those 
fees so the students can come for at least the fall 


semester.” 


Whether that happens “depends on how sincere 
the administration is on helping the Katrina victims,” 
Canton said. “But since many of them are poor and 
black, I don’t know what their response will be.” 

The State Hornet isn’t asking administration. to 
make empty promises, but we do hope the university 
realizes that it just spent $34,000 on a new logo and 
who knows how much on Phlagelblast promotions. 
Scrapping together a semester’s worth of tuition for 


_ 18 students seems like a reasonable task, and it’s also 


the most logical and efficient way for the university 
to invest its relief money: by educating. 








Racism not big issue at heart 
of slow relief efforts i in South 


he pictures ‘coming out of New 
Orleans are tragic. Those affected 
by the devastation include a cross- 
section of mainstream American society. 
The devastation transcends racial bound- 
aries. So why are we concerning our- 
selves with differences in skin color 
when what is really at issue is the speed 
with which the government responds to 
catastrophes like Hurricane Katrina? 

Rapper Kanye West remarked during 
a live concert shown on NBC that, 
“George Bush doesn’t care about black 
people.” These remarks represent an 
oversimplification of issues that accom- 
panied a slow federal response to 
Katrina’s devastation. 

Amid accusations such as West’s 
claims of racial discrimination, former 
Secretary of State Colin Powell remarked 
that “I don’t think it’s racism; it’s eco- 
nomic. But poverty disproportionately 
affects African-Americans in this coun- 

Economic factors aside, the real prob- 
lem with the federal government’s emer- 
gency response was its inability to 


respond quickly, efficiently and effec-- 


tively. The head of New Orleans’ emer- 
gency operations, Terry Ebbert, com- 
plained that “FEMA (Federal Emergency 
Management Agency) has been here 
three days, yet there is no command and

control.” 

Much of the inefficiency that pro- 
gressed can be attributed to the fact that 
FEMA was downgraded from a cabinet- 
level position and placed within the 
Department of Homeland Security when 
that department was formed in 2002. 

According to its Web site, the 
Department of Homeland Security is 
tasked with, “leveraging resources within 
federal, state and local governments, 
coordinating the transition of multiple 
agencies and programs into a single, inte- 
grated agency focused on protecting the 
American people and their homeland.” 

The Department is responsible for 
streamlining 87,000 different govern- 
ment jurisdictions at the federal, state and 
local level in an attempt to create a com- 
prehensive national strategy to deal with 
border security, emergency response, 
transportation security and so on. And 
thus we have the source of the govern- 
ment’s slow response to Katrina, that one 
truism of all governments foreign and 





doméstic: Government is too damn big. 
Elécted officials thought that after 


9/11, the only way to prevent another, 


attack would be to add another level of 
government to the already overweight, 
overstretched and overwhelmed federal 
bureaucracy, giving us the Department of 
Homeland Security. 

Now the government is in serious 
need of a good gastroenterologist: 
Gastric bypass surgery is the only way to 
tackle an appetite of this magnitude. 

The federal government should be 
stripped down to its bare essentials, pre- 
vent the gorging of federal tax dollars 
that accompany innumerable levels of 
bureaucracy and leave just enough infra- 
structure to provide some centralized 
direction at the national level. Any other 
crisis management responsibilities 
should be left to local authorities — 
authorities closest to those affected by 
disasters. 

Hurricane Katrina has shown us that 
the gorilla in the room is the federal gov- 
ernment and its clumsy, plodding 
response to the gravest of emergencies is 
a banana peel under our society’s foot.

types of settings aren’t as intimidating, 
and they enable rushees to keep an open 
mind. Any one of the guys you go to will 
be willing to answer questions.” 

Sigma Phi Epsilon is a part of the IFC, 
making it a social fraternity. But its mem- 
bers are held to a 2.6 GPA requirement, 
more than the university’s requirement of 
a 2.0 GPA, Miller said. The fraternity 
currently has 30 members. 

And while fraternities and sororities 
are often like families, with members 
helping each other, hazing problems at 
other universities have overshadowed the 
positive side of joining. 

Thomas Kando, sociology professor 
and a former Phi Sigma Kappa member, 
said the hazing that occurs at some 
schools should not turn students away 
from joining an organization at Sac State. 

“The fraternities and sororities are not 
the nefarious and obsolete institutions that 
many people make them out to be,” 
Kando said. “Sure, there is often too 
much drinking and some hazing practices 
are out of bounds. But by and large, they 
are social clubs that enrich the students’ 
social life. I favor them.” 

Nicki Croly, vice president of public 
relations for the Panhellenic Council, said 
that sororities are a sisterhood that should 
be a positive part of a member’s life. 

‘“‘We don’t even use the term pledging 
anymore because it is associated with the 
idea of hazing, which no Panhellenic 
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sorority does,” Croly said. ‘““We call the 
introductory period the new-member peri- 
od.” 

And while the new-member period is 
six to eight weeks, the five days of rush 
are packed with organized social events. 
All six Panhellenic sororities will be in 
the University Union the first day of their 
rush week, Friday. 

“The first day girls get to go and meet 
all six sororities and learn a little bit about 
them,” Croly said. “They rank them in 
order that they feel they fit best in the 
chapter.” 

“Tt is a quick process of elimination 
with potential members learning of select- 
ed sorority’s community involvement, 
dressing up for more formal events and 
eventually choosing two sororities to get 
to know better,’ Croly said. 

“The last day is bid day where the 
girls get a bid to join a sorority and spend 
an evening with their new sisters,” Croly 
said. “Our process is all about mutual 
selection and finding the chapter that is 
the best for you.” 

On the guy’s side, Sigma Phi Epsilon 
has been in recruitment mode since 
school started, Miller said. 

“We have the same rush week as the 
sororities but we are recruiting all the 
time,” he said. 

Miller said he encourages rushees to 
do their homework before the formal fra- 
ternity recruitment begins on Thursday.

In addition, the program offers 
exercise prescriptions with dietary 
analysis. . It is here that both 
Quintana and Parker feel it’s 
important to educate the commu- 
nity. 

‘There is a large sum of mis- 
leading information out there,” 
said Quintana. He is referring to 


what people are told in fitness - 


clubs, see on infomercials and 
read in print. “Some information is 
easily misinterpreted,’ Quintana 
said. 

Parker said they try to dispel 
myths that people have picked up 
along the way. “Not all informa- 
tion is credible, there are more 
myths than facts out there,” he 
said. 

“Some people come in here 
with unrealistic expectations,” said 
Quintana. He described one indi- 
vidual who wanted to lose 150 
pounds. Quintana explained that it 
was possible but it would be both 
unsafe and unhealthy. In that case, 
the prescription called for reducing 
weight slowly and’ progressing 
toward a safe, healthier body- 
weight. 

Both Quintana and Parker 
completed their doctoral work at 
the University of New Mexico, 
specializing in altitude training. 
They have worked together for 
years which helps them balance 
their SHAPE program duties. “We

have a really good working rela- 
tionship,” said Parker. He said 
they each do their own share of the 
work. “Sometimes a cyclist may 
request to work with me because 
of my background, but normally 
it’s whoever is available at the 
time,” he added. 

The program also offers stu- 
dent interns a chance to conduct 
testing and gain valuable hands on 
experience in the field. Some of 
the interns even become test sub- 
jects for Quintana’s cardiovascular 
testing class. 

The SHAPE lab is normally 
occupied by people from the com- 
munity. “We have more people 
from the public than we do from 
the campus,” said Parker. | 

“Students generally do not 
come in for the testing,’ Parker 
said. Part of the reason may be 
due to the free health screenings 
available at the Student Health 
Center. Quintana said the health 
center offers a free body fat assess- 
ment, but it’s not as extensive or 
accurate as to what SHAPE offers. 

Another reason is that the pro- 
gram lacks promotion. “We don’t 
advertise. Most students in my 
classes don’t know about the pro- 
gram until I tell them,” said Parker. 

Lara Kolakosky, a senior exer- 
cise science major, said she wasn’t 
aware of the program until she 
took a nutrition class on campus. 
Kolakosky thinks it could be a

“‘T started to get e-mails from around the 
world; they wanted to come see it,” said 
Gordon. “People wanted to know if I had 
specific asphalt.” 

Gordon also received e-mails from peo- 
ple from other countries who didn’t speak 
English very well and thus didn’t immedi- 
ately understand that the museum was a par- 
ody of other museums. 

These included scientists who believed 


the museum to be a legitimate museum and - 


asked Gordon to speak at asphalt conven- 
tions and meetings. 

“I get e-mails from people who think I 
am an expert in asphalt,” said Gordon. “T 
don’t know anything about asphalt.” 

Although for a small, unknown attrac- 
tion, a “non-thing to report on” said Gordon, 
the museum has had no difficulties getting 
publicity. 

“T’ ve been on television three times. I’ve 
been on the radio three times. I’ve also been 
in the newspaper, The Bee, before,” Gordon 
said. “I was on Australian radio twice. Once 
for one radio station and then once for their 
competitor.” 

The museum is also listed on Yahoo! as a 


Bay Area attraction since it began in 
Sonoma, but Gordon doesn’t know how it 
got on there. 

“T didn’t ask to be on Yahoo!,” Gordon 
said. “I know people who have legitimate 
things and want them to get onto Yahoo! but 
can’t.” 

The historical gallery of the Triennale in 
Milan, Italy offered to fly out Gordon and the 
museum so that it can be put on display.

“All the things they have displayed there 
is major stuff,’ Gordon said. “I don’t know 
how the asphalt was that interesting or who 
would’ ve gone to see it.” 

Gordon let the museum put his collection 
on display, but he didn’t accept their offer for 
flying him out. 

“They did a,beautiful job, they didn’t 
Spare any expense,’ Gordon said. 

The asphalt museum was on display for 


three months. Artists have even realized the 
usefulness of asphalt, using it in their own 
artwork, which is displayed on the asphalt 
museum’s Web site. These artists, such as 
Lorne Bueg, Richard Karch, and Lynn 
Edwards, make their art out of random 
objects that were beaten by streams of traffic, 
enlarged pictures of asphalt — then paint 
them, and car tire rubber on painted surfaces. 

Gordon has one of Lynn Edwards 
enlarged asphalt pictures that has been col- 
ored, framed and on the wall of his office. 

“She is very unusual,” Gordon said. 

Because of the popularity of the museum, 
Gordon has received donations of asphalt for 
the museum from all over the world. 

“Tve got Africa, China, Italy, lots of 
places in the U.S.,” said Gordon. 

Pieces include those from the Appian 
Way in Rome, Scotland, Yellowstone 
National Park, and Tanzania, and then there 
is the red asphalt of Arizona and the pre- 
1906 cobblestone from San Francisco. 

As an instructor at a college, where opin- 
ions are everywhere, Gordon has heard 
many complaints and Gia about his 
museum. 

“You can really learn a lot about people’s 
sense of humor from it,’ Gordon said.
